Whenever any popular sentiment does 
not produce an impression on the 
law, it is safe to assume that 
the sentiment is not of such 
universal acceptation as te entitle it to the 
force of public opinion; or that it can not 
sustain itself in the better judgment of the

From 1855 to 1860 he was connected 
altervately with the Frankiort Yeoman, 
the Lexington Statesman, the Cynthiana 
Age, and the Louisville Courier. What- 
ever paper he wrote for was more often 
quoted than any other Democratic journal 
in the State; but his employment at Cyn- 
thiana was a personal triumph of no ord- 
nary character. It resulted in the defeat 
of the dominant Know-Nothing party of 
Harrison county, and the elated Demo- 
crates presented him as a testimonial the 
finest gold chronometer they could pro- 
cure trom New York. At the outbreak of 
the war he conducted the Frankfort Com- 
monwealth in the interest of the “Union 
Democratic party,” but baving been mar- 
ried in 1858 while he was clerk of the Ken- 
tucky Senate, and being commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the 12th Kentucky 
(Union) regiment in 1862, he was not again 
eqnnected with the press during the life- 
time of his wife. He was promoted for 
gallantry in March, 1868, and served hon-

M. ARNELL, one of BuowxLow's 
fraudulent Congressmen, then a member 
ot his Legislature, received five thousand 
dollars, and it is to him that Eaton is in- 
debted for his position as Commissioner ot 
the Educational Bureau with so handsome 
asalary.
